Economists Give {Small Group DP’s 


Cause for Hope 


LONDON, Feb. 21.—(Reuters) 
While some anti-government 
ticlans that Britain 
rushing Into bankruptcy and while 
the public nerved itself for further 
heavy doses of austerity, two well 
known British economists yester 
day published predictions that 
Britain would end the year with an 


poll-

living 

Whatever the future may hold 
the record of the past turned out 


to be better than was supposed. A 
new index of industrial production 
by the economic service of London 
and Cambridge Universities, show 
ed that production last quarter was 
18 per cent higher than the 1946 
average, Including an increase of 
47 per cent for machinery 

This was partly due to transfer 
of workers from munitions and 
armed forces to civilian industry, 
but productivity per worker appar 
ently rose two per cent in the last 
year despite the fuel crisis 

Assuming fulfilment of the gov- 
ernment's target of redressing 
Britain's over-all balance of pay- 
ments by the end of this year 
(which would still leave a dollar 
gap at the rate of $1,200,000,000 
annually) the two economists, Prof 


James Meade of Cambridge and 
Frank Paish of London, forecast 
that Britain's standard of living 


will be 13 per cent better than 1947 
and more than 20 per cent better 
than 1946.
